MILTON — Harold Weis- 
burg, author of several books 
challenging the Warren Com- 
mission Report of the Assas- 
sination of John F. Kennedy, 
will be guest speaker at Mil- 
ton College on Friday, Sept. 
30. 

His topic, “Who Killed 
JFK?" will be presented at 1 
p.m. in the Daldnd Fine Arts 
Center auditorium. 

A native of Philadelphia, 
Weisberg sprang into nation- 
al prominence with his book 
"Whitewash," about the War- 
ren Report, which was print- 
ed privately in 1960. Weis- 
berg’s series of books on the 
assassination are considered 
by some sources the most re* 
liable and thoroughly docu- 
mented works on every as- 
pect of the assassination and 
the attendant botched in- 
vestigation, 

A former Senate investiga- 
tor, Weisberg’s persistent 
lawsuits have made it possi- 
ble for him to obtain import- 
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ant documents, many with- 1 
held even from the 26 supple- 
mentary volumes of the War- 
ren Report. Weisberg’s skep- 
ticism of the finding and his 
expertise in the material will 
enlighten the audience.
